and that there would'be a decisive settlement of the issue 
soon 


that it is hoped will keep it out of state affairs for years to come, 
the Waverly Democrat takes occasion to hector over the assertion 
for hear tw'o full columns, opening with the statement that The 
Times is a splendid newspaper in every other single respect and it 
regrets that it should regard its moral duty to express itself 
on 


the paramount issue of the world to such effect. 


What the Democrat says further in its two column article is 


'embraced in its opening dictum: "The drink traffic is 
wrong 


Sand there can be no two sides to a wrong." 


The Times had not in mind, in expressing the belief 
referred 


to any thought as to the moral status of the drink question, it was 
but voicing what it conceives to be the general satiety and dis- 
gust at injecting it into every election and at every candidate. It 
is, however, going to take issue with the dictum of the Democrat 
that there can be no two sides to a wrong. There can be and there . 
is, as we see'whenever we look at this liquor 
question. 
They 


differ, for instance, on this .very liquor question, differ not only as 
to the methods of handling-it, but as to whether or not it is ele- 
mentarily'-wrong, or right. • AVe know some of the best, the purest 
people who live, who bold it is not immoral; on the other hand we 
know some of the worst people who contend it is immoral. 
It 


seems to us we would quicker come to a'satisfactory and final set- 
tlement of the whole liquor business if one side could be con- 
vinced that the other had within its ranks just about the same
